The claims are 9 and 19-61 . 

In response to the restriction requirement applicants elected the invention of 
group III, claims 36-47. The restriction requirement not having been argued is 
considered to have been made without traverse. 

Claims 9, 19-35 and 48-61 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to 
non-elected subject matter. 

STATEMENT FO STATUTORY BASIS, 35 U.S.C. 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

102(b) ACTIVITY MORE THAN ONE-YEAR PRIOR TO FILING 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

REJECTION 35 U.S.C. 102(b) PATENT OR PUBLICATION 
Claims 36, 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 

Revesz, M. et al, Acta Chimica Hungarica (1992) 129(2) 287-95. 

The reference is directed to polymers that have the component as recited an 

claim 36 when R is Ri - C n H m -. 

REJECTION 35 U.S.C 112. 2 nd PARAGRAPH, FAILURE TO PARTICULARLY POINT 
OUT AND DISTINCTLY CLAIM (INDEFINITE) 
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Claim 37 IS rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

LACK OF ANTECEDENT BASIS IN THE CLAIMS 
Claim 37 is contains the trademark/trade name bromine. Where a trademark or 
trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a particular material 
or product, the claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope 
is uncertain since the trademark or trade name cannot be used properly to identify any 
particular material or product. A trademark or trade name is used to identify a source of 
goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus, a trademark or trade name does not 
identify or describe the goods associated with the trademark or trade name. In the 
present case, the trademark/trade name is used to identify/describe line 1 of claim 37 
and, accordingly, the identification/description is indefinite. 

No provision is made in claim 36 (independent claim) for a bromine substituent. 
Claims 38, 40-46 and 47 are objected to as being dependent on rejected claims.
